The packers tried to bribe me, and to 
intimidate me; they set detectives after 
me, and tried to Influence my publishers 
not to bring out the book. They filled the 
press with lies about mé, and even sent 
to newspapers to prevent the book’s being 
reviewed. :

| After the fourth alarm Chief Croker

sign a petition for it, any kind of a Con- 
stitutional amendment must be put to a 
general vote of the people. Furthermore, 
instead of the usual two-thirds majority 
being necessary to carry such a measure, 
it becomes a law “if it receives an af- 
firmative majority of the total number of 
effective votes cast on such measure.” 
Note this is carried, not by a majority. of 
the voters of the State, but by a majority 
of those voting on the measure.

Curiously enough, it was the necessity 
for sanitary repairs a few years ago 
which drew attention to’the fact that the 
Court "House was no Jonger of a size to 
meet the requirements for the execution 
of public business, and the history of the 
movement to erect a new one dates from 
that period.

PUBLISH THE REPORT. 

Last Monday Mr. Brverincr intro- 
duced in the. Senate a bill “to provide 
for the inspection, examination, and 
supervision of live cattle, sheep, swine, 
and goats, and the carcasses and food 
products thereof which are the subjects 
of Inter-State or foreign commerce 
and for other purposes.” It was duly 
read twice and referred to the Commit- 
tee on Agriculture and Forestry. On 
Friday, without any report from that 
committee, or from any other, and 
without the committee being discharged 
from its consideration, the bill was 
passed by the Senate without division 
or debate, as an amendment to the Ag- 
ricultural Appropriation bill. Such ac- 
tion by the deliberate Senate as to any 
measure, even one of slight importance, 
if not entirely unprecedented, is ex- 
tremely rare. ‘What was the motive 
for it? 

So far as appears, the action of the 
Senate was taken under a sort of 
duress. It is reported that within 
the last few days the President had 
remarked to some of the Senators that 
unless some action were taken to rem- 
edy the eviis disclosed in the packing 
business by the investigation he had 
caused to be made it would become in- 
cumbent on him to publish the results 
of that investigation. The investiga- 
tors designated by the President are 
the Commissioner of the Labor Bureau, 
Mr. CHARLES P. NEILL, and Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury James 3B, 
RExYNouDs. The nature of: the report 
made by these gentlemen may be in- 
ferred from the language used by the 
President in an interview with the 
representatives of the live stock in- 
terests, as reported by The Chicago 
Tribune: 

“‘ L want to say that If it were not for the 
interests of stockmen and the danger that 
those Interests might be detrimentally af- 
fected by any action I might take, I would 
take drastic measures immediately’ and 
compel the packers to make the necessary 
sanitary changes in their establishments, 
Conditions: are bad, worse than I had 
thought. They have not made any effort 
to ameliorate conditions, I know this agi- 
tation is hurting the export business, but 
I do not want to do anything hastily that 
will injure the innocent. This is the only 
reason why I hesitate to give the matter 
the widest. publicity.”

THE CZAR AND THE DUMA. 

The speech from the throne at the 
opening of the Duma was interpreted 
in some quarters as showing an inten- 
tion on the part of the Czar’s ad- 
visers to “play politics” upon the 
ancient principle of dividing and con- 
quering. It showed, or at least it pro- 
fessed, such special solicitude for the 
grievances of the rural population that 
the suspicion was quite, natural that 
it was intended to play off the peas- 
antry of the country against the “ pro- 
letariat” of the towns. This was, be- 
fore the Duma met, a- plausible enough 
political proposition. - The peasantry 
had never given the Czardom or the 
bureaucracy any trouble it could help. 
The moujik, according to the observa- 
tion of all observers, is the most good- 
natured and the most patient of. creat- 
ures. It is not he, but the townsman, 
who has tempered absolufism with as- 
sassination. He has simply done what 
he had to do quietly and submissively, 
even to going under orders three thou- 
sand miles from home to be killed in 
@ quarrel incomprehensible to him at 
the dictate of his superiors, Strangest 
of all, when Russia“ had been so 
decisively beaten that the knowledge 
of the defeat could no longer be kept 
from him, {it is credibly reported that 
he continued to believe in the om- 
nipotence, the omniscience, and even 
the all-goodness of the Czar. He was 
expected to be the “conservative ele- 
ment” in the Duma, the ally of the 
Reactionaries against the 
and unsettling propositions of the Lib- 
erals, And so, when the Duma met, a 
sop was ostentatiously thrown to him. 

But this purpose, if it really existed, 
has been baffled by the unexpected 
character of the representatives of the 
peasantry in the Duma. Since the 
Russian Parliament began to “ func- 
tion’ no courtier or bureaucrat could 
retain the illusion that the moujik was 
on his side. In the.very first session 
the representatives of the peasantry 
comported themselves with a dignity 
and an intelligence worthy of the yeo- 
manry of England, or of New England, 
at any crisis of either country’s fate. 
Moreover, there was, in the speeches 
of the representative peasants, as the 
correspondent of The London Times 
observes, “the eloquence which ap- 
pears to be the inherent gift of the 
Slav race.” Here are two specimens, 
chosen by the same correspondent:

Who was re- 
sponsible if they erred? Who was to 
blame for the misery which led them into 
violence? 

M. ALADYIN, a peasant Deputy who has 
already ~ become prominent among his 
group for his eloquence, said that he 
would not plead with the House—that was 
unnecessary~but direct his words to those 
who must be made to know with whom 
they had to deal. [Cries of “ Enough, 
enough!” from the Right, drowned by 
cheers on the Left.)

THE ENGLISH EDUCATION BILL. 


The agitation in England over the 
pending Education bill is. absolutely 
inconceivable to an American: He 
must put himself into the position of a 
Briton of inbred “ Anglican” tradi- 
tions, on the one hand, or of inbred de- 
fiance of Anglican traditions on the 
other, to make a beginning of compre- 
hending it. He must allow for that 
variety of British conservatism which 
EMERSON described as “ préhensility of 
tail.” Mr. .Baurour. in 1902.managed 
to pass an ‘Education bill which an 
gered all the Nonconformists by, in ef- 
fect, giving to. the Church of England 
the predominance which it claimed: in 
education. Mr. Brrreit, the present 
Minister of Education, has offset it by 
producing a bill which requires :the 
“undenominational”” teaching of thé 
essentials of Christianity, and which 
puts the Church of ._England on. the 
level, for purposes of education, with 
the sects, nay, according to some’¥eal- 
ous churchmen, below the level of the 
It is, politically speaking, a bid 
|for the support of Nonconformists, 
Catholics, and Jews, against the pre- 
tensions of the Church of England. 
And not the least of its amusing. con- 
sequences is the appearance it has elic- 
ited of the Right Hon. JoserpH CHAM- 
BERLAIN, the ‘‘member for West Bir- 
mingham,” in the entirely new charac- 
ter of a champion of the Anglican 
Church. 

But about the extent and intensity 
of the emotions the bill has aroused 
there can be no question. The London 
Times has been giving columns to the 
subject every day Yor weeks, in the 
form of reports and letters to the edi- 
tor. Almost every Bishop in England 
appears as a remonstrant in one of 
these letters. Quite every Bishop in 
England and every Anglican Bishop in 
Ireland seems to have come out pub- 
licly against the measure, in effect re- 
peating BurKke to the effect that the 
Church of :England should continue to 
‘“‘exalt her mitred front” not only in 
‘Court and Parliament,” but also in 
;the public schools. There has been a 
great Church meeting attended by a 
large part of the bench of Bishops, .in 
Albert Hall. It is curious to consider 
that the sop which Mr. Brrrery’s bill 
offered to the Roman Catholics is not 
in the least acceptable. There was a 
meeting of Catholics in Albert Hall 
larger than the Anglican meeting, a 
meeting which some 50,000 persons 
tried to attend, though only 12,000 of 
them could get in. The temper of this 
gathering was indicated by the motto 
of one of the banners: “ Catholic edu- 
cation for Catholic children. We ask 
no more. We will accept nothing less.”’ 
All the Catholic dignitaries near Lon- 
don were present, apparently, and in 
the principal speech it was lald €own 
that Catholics opposed the Dill, ‘“ (1) 
Because it places the religious educa- 
tion of children attending public ele- 
mentary schools under control of secu- 
la? local authority; (2) because it does 
not take adequate account of the con- 
scientious religious convictions of par- 
ents.” We in this country are famfl- 
iar with this line of. argument, which 
happily has become entirely negligible, 
except in very exceptional localities, 
where those who hold it have a color- 
able right to put it into practice, being 
the majority.

Because there is no American who is 
not practically familiar with a system 
which obviates at once the objections to 
the Birrell bill and the bill itself. ‘That 
is the American public school syst2m, 
which accurately assumes that there is 
no “godly” way, different from the 
“godless” way, of inculcating “the 
three R’s,” which is to say, the ele- 
mentary education which by universal 
consent all children should receive. 
Whoever, parent or priest, desires to 
add to this education secured by the 
State religious instruction is at liberty 
to do so, outside of school hours, -out- 
side of school buildings, and strictly at 
his own expense. There must be many 
Englishmen who are capable of seeing 
that the American system is the simple 
and complete solution of the British 
problem. . What is wonderful is that 
there should not be a single English- 
man of prominence and position who 
ventures to propound that solution, but 
every Englishman feels bound to pre- 
tend a desire to propound his particu- 
lar “doxy,” whether he himself has 
any real belief in it or not. It is a sad 
spectacle, 


THE WOODBURY. INVESTIGATION. 


‘As Commissioner Woopsurr returns 
to the routine work of the Street Clean- 
ing Department after six .weeks spent. 
before the Aldermanic Committee, he 
will feel that so far as his personal 
honesty is concerned he has been vin- 
dicated: Nefther the rigorous question- 
ing of witnesses by Mr. W. M, Ivins 
nor the searching examination. of rec- 
ords by a corps of skilled accountants 
has brought to light any evidence to 
connect the Commissioner with graft. 
It is on his capacity as an administra- 
tor at the head of a complicated de- 
partment that grave doubt has been 
cast. 

A professional man with little train- 
ing in business, he has had to grapple 
with the final disposition of the waste 
of the most wasteful city in the world. 
According to his own testimony the 
problem is not -even theoretically 
solved, and it is not strange that he 
has not brought it in practice to a suc- 
cessful issue. He has had large ideas 
and has approached the question in the 
scientific spirit, but somehow in the 
execution of every one of his schemes 
he has fallen into errors that a much 
more ordinary official would have 
avoided. For instance, to seize upon 
the advantage of associating the street 
car system of Brooklyn with the trans- 
portation of refuse was an excellent 
idea, but when it- came to halding the 
American Railway Traffic Company to 
its contract he has been hopelessly at 
fault. To convert old mattresses into 
electrical energy is an immense ad- 
vance upon dumping them into the sea 
to be a nuisance at. the beaches; but 
it was a pity that before the incinera- 
tors were built he had not discovered 
the obstacles. to .selling his. surplus 
power. 

With all his grand plans Commis- 
sioner Woopsury seems to have al- 
lowed himself to be smothered with 
the details of his department, and to 
have acquired the habit of letting 
things go thelr own way as long as 
the work was done somehow. The eyi- 
dence showed that the dump problem 
is a difficult one. There seems to be 
an Italian labor trust along the water- 
front, and it needs a strong man to 
face the competition of Joz MARRONE. 
So for four years. the Commissioner 
was content to let out a valuable city 
privilege on a week-to-week agreé- 
ment, and directed no public advertis- 
ing during all that time. In the same 
way in 1902, when it was urgeritly 
necessary to do something to save the 
bathing beaches from pollution, neither 
Major Woopsury nor Capt. PIPER 
stopped to consider the financial side 
of their action, but borrowed tugs 
from the Government and lent them 
without pay to the Riker’s Island con- 
tractors. They effected their immediate 
object, and it never occurred to them 


the same énlightened ideas that have 
made the amateur farmer & by-wWord. 
His theories have been scientifically 
excellent; his practice economically un- 
sound, If he were managing an estate 
of his own he would have the most 
modern machinery and would produce 
an annual deficit, He would employ 
men he knew without inquiring too 
closely into their profits, as he has 
employed Mr. BRADLEY, the snow con- 
tractor, and he would deal with an 
old friend as easily as he has with 
Capt. Piper, though their business in- 
terests were in many ways opposed.

As an inquisitor he showed himself 
thorough and keen, but there was 
something much more than that in 
his handling of the investigation. An 
Aldermanic inquiry usually deals with 
small things, and is concerned only with 
the discovering of irregularities. Mr 
Ivins conceived his duty in a larger 
spirit.

An Explanation of Certain Provisions 
Not Clearly Understood.

TRADES UNIONISM NOT COM- 
PULSORY. 


A case involving a fine of five dollars 
would not be taken to the Court of 
Appeals unless it involved an important 
underlying principle. That is the case 
with the decision reported on Satur- 
day.. The Marcus Shirt Company gave 
employment upon condition of non- 
membership in a labor union, Upon 
District Attorney JreRomn’s prosecu- 
tion the defendant Marcus was found 
guilty of violating Chapter 688 of the 
Laws of 1887 forbidding such agree- 
ments. MARcUs appealed upon the 
ground that it was unconstitutional to 
legislate against freedom of contract 
when public health and safety were not 
prejudiced. The Appellate Division 
took this view, and the highest court 
now sustains it. 

Doubtless Mr. Jerome was fustified 
in prosecuting if the Legislature was 
justified in enacting such a statute, im- 
posing a penalty of fine with possible 
imprisonment for simply making a free 
bargain. The Marcus Shirt Company 
could not put any sort of compulsion 
upon anybody regarding trades union- 
ism. All it could do was to refuse em- 
ployment to any who would not engage 
to labor upon its terms. If member- 
ship in trades unions were preferred 
to employment the choice was free. 
The alternative was that employers 
could not select their employés and 
could not fix terms of employment. 
The absurdity of a law compelling em- 
ployers to employ only trades unionists 
needs no exposition, and the law now 
declared unconstitutional stops only 
a-step short of that. The closed shop 
principle is obnoxicus to all supporting 
the freédom of labor, and it is obnox- 
fous in the highest degree that the 
Legislature should lend the State's au- 
thority to enforce membership in 
unions by forbidding employment upon 
condition of non-membership. If the 
object were legitimate and were pushed 
to its logical result every worker 
would be coerced into the unions, and 
the unions by combining themselves 
would have a monopoly of all indus- 
tries. Employers would be forced to

business. There would be no compéti- 
tion between laborérs or employers, 
and there would ‘be established the 
worst monopoly and the completest 
the world ever saw. 

Condemnation of this is very different 
from condemnation of trades unions. 
Many friendly words for them have 
found place here, and will again when- 
ever possible. But the freedom of the 
individual is the supreme considera- 
tion, ranking over the rights of any 
trust, and antagonizing the right of 
any interest to organize a monopoly 
of itself. The decision sustaining the 
right of the worker to choose his em- 
ployer and accept or reject employment 
as agreeable to himself, and the right 
of the employer to give or withhold 
employment upon any conditions com- 
patible with public policy and safety, 
is very welcome, and‘ not injurious to

Kessler, Worn to a Skeleton, Dead 
After Nine Months’ Struggle. 


William Kessler, 25 years old, of 764 
East 166th Street, died in Bellevue Hos- 
pital yesterday after living nine 
months with the seventh cervical verte- 
bra of his neck broken and his motor 
nerves completely paralized. Death was 
due to complete degeneration of his ner- 
vous system, 

Kessler's neck was broken by 
of forty feet from a tree in the rear} 
yard of .156 East Thirty-second Street, 
at which place he was employed as a 
butcher’s assistant. Several operations 
were performed on him at Bellevue. The 
operations succeeded in knitting the 
broken vertebra but in such a way that 
the pressure on the spinal cord was not 


relieved. Kessler was a strong, well- | 
built man weighing 170 pounds when he! 
was received at the hospital, but was)| 
a mere skeleton when he died. He lived | 
on liquid food wholly during the nine! 
months he was in the hospital. 

The case was of such a peculiar nature 
that it attracted the attention of lead- 
ing specialists. When he was received 
at the hospital it was not thought that 
he would survive more than a few hours. 
But he lived on. The various operations 
produced a joining of the broken parts 
of the vertebra, but did not relieve the 
paralysis. As he lived on, the nervous 
System gradually degenerated, and a 
dropsical condition set in in the lower 
limbs.

| Salary of $900 a year, having ‘been ap- 
) pointed from an eligible list on July 6, 
|; 1903. He was made Assistant Superinten- 
} dent of public baths and comfort stations 
at $1,500 a year, and on Dec. 1 in the same 
year he was transferred to the position of 
Superintendent at a salary of $2,550 a 
year, and McNamara, who was then a 
| clerk in the Bureau of Buildings of Brook- 
jlyn at $1,050 a year, was appointed As- 
|} sistant Superintendent, which Worstell 
had just vacated. These transfers, in the 
opinion of Justice Gaynor, who tried’ the 
case, were in law and in fact promotiong

It was such a small 
car—4 feet by 4 and 3 feet deep—that during the four 


hours we were cruising in the clouds the Flying 


Dutchman and his mate were compelled to squeeze up 
together on the high side of the basket to preserve 
balance. At no stage of the trip was I able to move, 
except to shift the weight of my body from one leg 
to another. On these occasions the Flying Dutchman 
cried: 

‘*Shently—be shently!” 

When we had reached over 4,000 feet above earth 
and adjusted our balance a little, there was an op- 
portunity to breathe more freely. This, however, is 
only a figure of speech, for the change of air made 
breathing a little difficult. It was chilly, too, al- 
theugh I noticed at different times how the temper- 
ature varied. Sometimes a rise of a few feet would 
brin:; us into a balmy current superseded suddenly 
by a draught that made me hastily button my 
truckman’s coat about. me, 
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The balloon apparently had escaped serious injury 
in the collision. In the ascent from 138th Street and 
East River a gentle wind had swung us northwest 
across the Southern Boulevard. The balloon now 
hung over St. Mary’s Park. The moment we reached 
1,150 meters, however, an upper current of air caught 
it, and we began to travel toward Long Island and 
the sea. The ocean, dreaded by aeronauts, rose like 
a blister on earth’s surface away to the east. 

The movement of the balloon was slow, and its 
very slowness turned my nerves on edge. I 
was seized with an almost irresistible inclina- 
tion to tell the Flying Dutchman that I had had 
enough, but pride choked the words back. I gripped 
the edge of the basket with one hand and a rope with 
the other and summoned up enough courage to take 
in the whole situation at a glance, as a man may 
take a cold plunge. It was when I looked around, 
above, and below, that I was seized with that sense 
of new wonder. I was looking upon four States of 
the Union—New York, New Jersey, Connecticut, and 
Pennsylvania. How much of the last two I might 
have seen can only be judged from the fact that Long 
Island lay to the east like a flat band of earth bor- 
dered by a ribbon of blue-green water, the Sound, 
and the bulging expanse of sea.

He speaks rarely, and then in an amateur- 
ish, schcolmasterlike fashion. He devotes his atten- 
tion almost entirely to Western questions—irrigation, 
forestry, mining, agriculture, &c. On certain sub- 
jects he is well posted, and‘ his colleagues avail 
themselves of his information. Mr. Clark wisely 
avoids any attempt to pose as a statesman or a 
maker of laws. He. is a member of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, but he rarely attends the 
meetings of the committee, and exerts no influence 
whatever in that direction. 
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Senator Clark’s millions were made, as everybody 
knows, out of the ground. His wealth is estimated 
at $200,000,000. It may be much more, but it is not 
less than that figure. He was offered $150,000,000 
for the United Verde Mine. He refused, because 
the wealth is safer in the mine than it would be in 
banks or lands. It is a bank that cannot be robbed, 
and his drafts upon it are always honored. He has 
made additional millions—nobody knows how many— 
by acquiring forest lands in the West, and although 
there was a publio outcry against his methods some 
years ago, it is only fair to say that the vigilant 
eye of Ethan Allen Hitchcock, Secretary of the In- 
terior, has failed to detect anything improper in

He is a cold 
calculator, with little about him to inspire friendship, 
but there is no question of his business ability and 
integrity, and as little question that he is devoting it 
to the best interest of the country in canal matters, 
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All the granite and marble in the United States, if 
not in the world, seems to be controlled, directly or 
indirectly, by Redfield Proctor of Vermont, former 
Secretary of War. He owns quarries in many States, 
and furnishes stone for a skyscraper as handily as a 
baker turn out pies. 

Something of the immovable, cold quality of his

product seems to be in him. He is regarded by his 
colleagues as a “cold proposition.”” As Chairman of 
the Committee on Agriculture he wields great influ- 
ence, and Vermont gets its share of his attention. 
Mr. Proctor acted as temporary Chairman of the 
Committee on Military Affairs for some years, and 
his experience as head of the War Department was 
of great value to the Senate. In matters not affecting 
Vermont, Senator Proctor’s advice is usually sound 
and able. He takes little part, however, in general 
debate. The power of the Senate to enliven a man’s 
sense of duty to the whole country has not made as 
much tmpression upon the granolithic Mr. Proctor as 
{it has upon many other men. 

A comparison on this point ts furnished by Philan- 
der Chase Knox of Pennsylvania. Popular opinion, 
especially in the West, pictures Mr. Knox as the 
agent of corporate interests. Even Mr. Tillman 
labored under this view, and he intimated in the Sen- 
ate that Mr. Knox was the attorney for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, and was therefore hardly a suitable 
adviser of the President. Mr. Knox’s reply was in- 
stant and sweeping. He declared that he had never 
been employed in any capacity by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. Mr. Inter- 
oceanic Canals Committee and other important com- 


Knox is a member of the 
mittees. He performs very valuable services in the 
Senate, by reason of his great legal ability, and is 
withal a.modest, companionable Senator. 

Mr. Knox is moderately rich, and if he had been a 
mere money-maker he could have been worth much 
more. 
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George Peabody Wetmore of Rhode Island, Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, and Boise Penrose of 
Pennsylvania were born with golden spoons in their 
mouths. Mr. Wetmore’s fortune is put down in this 
estimate at $4,000,000, but some people think he is 
easily worth $10,000,000. He never speaks in the 
Senate if he can avoid it. In committee work he is 
effective whenever he cares to speak, but he is one 
of the few public men who do not reach out for pub- 
licity. His colleagues on the Committee on Appro- 
priations, the big working committee, say that Mr. 
Wetmore is misjudged by reason of his silence. They 
say he does his share of work, and does it well. He 
gives fine dinners and enjoys life quietly. 
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Senator Lodge has added to his inherited wealth by 
a lifetime of hard work and by good investments. He 
is the hardest worker in the Senate. He turns out 
literary work constantly, is daily in his seat, partici- 
pates in all important legislation, and finds time to 
dig into history. Money is a convenience to him, not 
a master. Nobody ever seems to think of his integ- 
rity—it is a part of him, taken for granted. His 
daily grind in the Senate, watching every bill that 
comes up, is of immense service to the country.

Senator Teller, a man who has grown gray in 
the service of the State, is one of the few Democrats 
of the Senate who are not dependent upon their sala- 
ries. He has prospered with the prosperity of. his 
State. His colleague, Senator Patterson, owns two 
newspapers and earns large fees as an attorney. Mr. 
Piles of Seattle was legal adviser of James J. Hill, 
and made money in the phenomenal development of 
the Northwest. Senator Ankeny, his colleague, is 
more typically a Westerner. Ankeny was a freighter, 
a cattle breeder, a rancher, and an Indian fighter. 
He owns a string of banks now, and has cattle on a 
thousand hills. Senator Nixon of Nevada is also a 
banker. He began life as a telegrapher. He is 
full of Western energy and daring. Mr. New- 
lands of Nevada is a lawyer, who became wealthy by 
marriage and increased his holdings by investments 
in Washington real estate. 
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Senator Perkins is the only sailor fin the Senate. 
He ran away to sea from Kennebunkport, Me., when 
under 14 years of age. At 17 he was a clerk in a 
grocery store at Orville, Cal. The owner. of a@ 
wheezy steamboat on the Sacramento River became 
discouraged. when his boat ran on a sandbar, and 
young Perkins bought the boat with borrowed money. 
Within a year he owned the boat outright, all debts 
paid, and had $2,500 cash. He went into the shipping 
business at San Francisco and made millions. 

Reed Smoot of Utah, apostle in the Mormon 
Church, has a hand in the great business interests of 
that organization. He is a banker, farmer, manu- 
facturer, and sheep owner. His fortune is rapidly 
increasing. 

Francis E. Warren of Wyoming owns electric light 
and power works, farms, mines, and sheep ranges. 
His wealth, also, is increasing with the development 
of the West. 

Morgan G. Bulkeley of Connecticut is President of 
the Aetna Insurance Company. He ts one of the solid 
men of New England, in every sense. 
the Senate has been brief, but already his sound busi- 
ness qualities have made their impression. His 
neighbor, W. Murray Crane of Massachusetts, who was 
head of the great Crane paper factories at Dalton, is a 
younger and livelier man, who has taken high.ran in 
the Senate. He never made a speech, and does not 
aspire to fame in that direction, but he is equaled as 
a “‘ mixer” only by Senator Aldrich. When he became 
a Senator he transferred his great business interests to 
his son, but it is safe to say that he has a snug for- 
tune of three or four millions laid away. 
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His service in 


Vice President Fairbanks is included in the list of 
millionaires of the Senate, though he is not now a 
Senator, of course. He has made money in the law, 
and is interested in banks and manufacturing insti- 
tutions in Indiana and Hlinois. 

Arthur P. Gorman’s wealth was made in railroads, 
real estate, and general investments. The estimate 
of $2,000,000 is probably too conservative in his case. 
He has loved power more than money, like many 
other Senators, who could have piled up millions if 
they had turned their energies in the direction of 
money making. Nathan B. Scott of West Virginia is 
a manufacturer, with almost as keen business sense 
as is possessed by his colleague, Stephen B. Elkins, 
Joseph B. Foraker of Ohio has been very successful 
in practicing law. He received big fees and made 
fortunate investments. But he has never really tried 
to make money, taking more pleasure in public busi- 
ness and politics. 

It will surprise many people to learn that Joseph 
W. Bailey of Texas is a millionaire. He received one 
fee of $250,000, and as he didn’t happen to need the 
money he invested it in such a way as to make it 
worth more. That was not the only fee he ever re- 
ceived, either. He owns a couple of farms in the 
Blue Grass region, another big farm in Texas, and 
other valuable property. With his legal ability, and 
living in a country of remarkable growth, it would 
have been strange if he had remained poor. He is 
not a fortune seeker, however, ‘and money-making ?* 
is only an incident in his career. 
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James B. McCreary of Kentucky is another Senator 
whose wealth was not suspected. He has large hold- 
ings of Chicdgo real estate, and comes of the landed 
aristocracy of Madison County whose fortunes are 
not advertised. 

The others making up the scant Ist of rich Demo- 
crats in the Senate are Thomas S. Martin of Virginia 
and James P. Taliaferro of Florida. They may be 
worth a million each. Mr. Martin is a lawyer, and 
has received many big fees. He owns Virginia lands 
and has had a hand in manufacturing enterprises. 
Mr. Taliaferro is a banker and is also engaged in 
mercantile business. 

Like Senator Newlands, Eugene Hale of Maine is 
credited with millions on the distaff side. He mar- 
ried the daughter of Zach Chandler of Michigan,, the 
Mark Hanna of his day. Senator Hale has not been 
dependent, however, upon his wife’s money, for he is 
a shrewd business man and has made investments 
which have doubled his fortune. Probably $3,000,000 
is a low estimate of his holdings. He has never 
exercised fully his ability to make money, having 
given all his time, practically, to public business.

pits. What they can find to eat is a wonder. They 
eat leaves.” Stanley did not go out of his way t 
rescue this ill-fed donkey from the African jungle;

the imagination of the zoologists, who have 
speculating about the unfortunate creature and gun- 
ning for him ever since. The hunt has been attended 
with varying and doubtful success, until last week 
the cheering news came from Capt. Gosling of the 
Alexander-Goeling expedition in Africa to the effect

that no less a man than Capt. Alexander himself has 
secured a living specimen of the okapi. 
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At the Museum of Natural History Prof. J. A. 
Alien, who has been at the head of the Departments 
of Mammalogy and Ornithology for the past twenty- 
one years and is the recognized authority in this 
country in zoology, smiled ambiguously when I 
asked him yesterday for news of the okapi. When I 
toli him that a cable had just been received 
nouncing the capture of the latter by Capt. Alexan- 
der, he showed all the typical 
scientist that he is on the eve of some long-expected 
discovery. After carefully

food, to express it roughly, that eventually, through 
long ages of natural selection, produced the giraffe 
as he is seen to-day. That is the Darwinian.theory 
in explanation of the latter’s peculiar neck forma- 
tion, and, mind you, I don’t say that the theory is 
either right or. wrong. Now, the okapi is a giraffe 
without the giraffe neck, and thase who accept the 
Darwinian hypothesis might explain the okapi as 
being a descendant of the original progenitor of the 
giraffe for whom the exigencies of the food supply 
in the African forests have not necessitated the ab- 
normal growth of neck found in his cousins to-day, 
while the difference in coloring and marking from 
the giraffe has been necessitated by certain pecu- 
liarities of the okapi’s environment. That would be 
the Darwinian theory in regard to the congection 
between the giraffe and the okapi—and to many it 
would appeal as being quite plausible. 

“You ask why the okapi has not been captured 
until now. It is undoubtedly, like the giraffe, a de- 
fenseless animal and not especially fleetfooted. Why, 
then, has no white man ever seen a living specimen 
of the creature until its capture by Capt. Alexander? 
The answer involves a story of the difficulties en- 
countered in penetrating certain sections of the Afri- 
can jungle.

to Sir Harry Johnston, on the west side of the Semi- 
liki River, which flows from Lake Albert Edward to 
the Albert Nyanza. The region is described as being 
as large as Wales. It is extremely hot and damp and 
the foliage is so thick that no light penetrates to the 
ground. The dwarfs are the only tribe of natives 
who live there, and they are said to seek the impene- 
trable recesses of this forest, for the same reason as 
the okapi, as a protection against their light-loving 
enemies. On account of the great heat and darkness 
of the forest sportsmen are not attracted to hunt for 
game in this ominous wilderness. Sir Harry John- 
ston headed an expedition into its depths for the 
purpose of capturing an okapi, but the expedition 
went to pieces, the natives and every one composing 
it being baffled by the fevers, from an attack of 
which Sir Harry himself barely escaped with his life. 
The skin of the okapi that I gaw in the British Mu- 
seum was afterward procured from a native by Karl 
Eriksson, who sent it to Johnston,

“A year afterward another skin and the skeletons 
of a male and female okapi found and 
placed in the Congo State Museum, where they are 
now on exhibition. These later specimens corrobo- 
rate the specimen in the British Museum, except in 
one particular—the presence of horns on the skulls 
of both animals. These horns are three inches long 
in the male and point backward. In the female they 
are smaller. The lack of horns in the British Mu- 
seum Okapi is explained by the theory that the lat- 
ter was an immature specimen, or, possibly, a varia- 
tion of the existing type. 
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“Horns in the true giraffe are extremely varla- 
ble, both in number and size. In the Miocene period, 
when the giraffe family was. extensive, some speci- 
mens are found with horns, some without. Here is 
a sketch of a head of a giraffe, found at the same 
time that the okapi skin was procured, showing five 
horns, three more than the number allotted to the 
specimen in Bronx Park. As you will see from the 
giraffe skulls on exhibition in this Museum, these 
so-called horns are really bony processes, not horny 
substances, as in the cow, and are always covered 
with hair. It ap- 
pears to be the tendency in primitive animals of the 
giraffe family to develop a number of these bosses 
on the skull, which may be considered as incipient 
horns. The growth gives point. to a blow when the 
head is used as a battering ram.

“In classifying the 
giraffe family it was certain 
teeth and skull more than anything else that was 
the determining factor among zoologists. That, with 
the cloven hoof and the presence of horns, besides a 
general similarity in size and figure, destroys any 
pessibility of relationship with the zebra, to which 
zoologists at first referred the okapi. 

‘As for. the similarity of the okapi’s coat to the 
markings of the zebra, so different from the regular 
markings of the giraffe, the monograph on the sub- 
ject in the transactions of the Zoological Society has 
this to say by way of explanation: ‘ The peculiar dis- 
position of the striping of the okapi’s legs and body 
must be explained, if explained at all, by a consider- 
ation of its habitat and surroundings; and at present 
we know no more on these matters than can be de- 
rived from descriptions of travelers of the heat, 
mecisture, gloom, and silence, as well as the enor- 
mous extent of the Semiliki and Congo forests.’ As 
a protective coloring, this variegated of the 
okapi is probably perfectly adapted to the dense 
forests that this defenseless animal inhabits. Such 
a coat as you see in Johnston’s sketch would blend 
absolutely with what we can imagine to be the color 
environment of an African jungle. The true giraffe, 
on the other hand, is found in a habitat 
throughout Africa, and in various conditions of color 
environment, for which its more subdued coat is 
well adapted as a protective covering. 

“This capture of a live okapi by Capt. Alexander 
leaves two more mammalian types, that were de- 
scribed to Stanley and Johnston, to be found in the 
same forest. The zoologist is ever looking for the 
discovery of new animal forms, the wilds of Africa 
and our own South America containing, undoubt- 
edly, many living’ creatures of the greatest interest 
that are as yet unknown to the classifications of 
science. The two mammals to which I have referred 
as. new types that are reported to exist in the Semi- 
liki forest in Africa belong, probably, to the pig and 
antelope families respectively. One of them, known 
as the ‘Forest Pig,’ was discovered about two years 
ago, and proved to be one of the largest species of 
the pig family. The other, the giant antelope reported’ 
to Stanley, has not yet, so far as I have heard, been 
found. But it will be doubtless many years to come 
before all the mysteries of the African jungle will 
be laid bare to the sportsman and the scientist.” 
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In the commencement of his career Prof. Allen 
made an exploration with Agassiz of a part of the 
Brazilian forests for the purpose of procuring speci- 
mens of animal! life that were at that time undis- 
cc ered. The expedition was a memorable one, and 
fruitful in results for zoology. Many of the speci- 
mens, however, were lost and destroyed in the trip 
to the coast, and the entire region, in Prof. Allen’s 
estimation, still offers a splendid field to the scien- 
tific explorer. 

In this connection it is interesting to know, that 
Prof. Allen’s assistant in the Natural History Mu- 
seum, Frank M. Chajman, the President of the 
Linnaean Society and the author of numerous text- 
beoks on ornithology, is planning to explore the 
Creuca Valley in Cotombia this Summer. The Cauca 
has been comparatively a sealed book to the zoolo- 
gist so far, and it would not be surprising if a thor- 
ough exploration of its depths would bring more 
than one creature to light before whom the gaudy 
okapi of the Semiliki Forest would hide its dimin- 
ished neck. ION, 


Committee of Civic Federation to Study the Problem of Municipal Ownership in Europe. 


ERHAPS no similar work of greater im- 
portance or of greater magnitude has ever 
been begun by any body of men in any 
country than that undertaken by the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-one, appointed by the Civic 
Federation, which sailed from New York last 

week to investigate public utilities, transportation, 
lighting, and water supply in foreign cities. Investi- 
gating these public utilities both under public and 
private ownership and operation, the committee will 
refrain from expressions of personal opinion, will 
keep the pros and cons of municipal ownership in the 
background, and will confine its work to establish- 
ment of facts, facts that will, in the opinion of the 
committee, give the American people a deeper insight 
into conditions at home and abroad, and enable them 
to ameliorate conditions and make life more worth 
the living. 

“ What we desire,” said Dr. Albert Shaw, editor of 
The Review of Reviews, in speaking of the work of 
the committee, ‘‘ what we desire is to make conditions 
in the United States better for ourselves, our chil- 
dren, and those who will come after us.” 

Speaking along the same line, Talcott Williams, 
editorial writer on The Philadelphia Press and a 
member of the committee, said: 

“Tt is not. a question of private ownership; it is 
not a question of whether this method or that method 
is slightly more economical in the governing of a 
city—it is, at bottom, a question as to whether at 
any particular period of our history we would not be 
happier and healthier by a full consideration of the 
problems affecting the operation of our public utili- 
ties, and a determination to solve those problems {in 
the best light obtainable. 

“It is not so much a question of whether taxes 
should be raised or lowered, but it is more a question 
as to what is the best solution for giving the people 
in our great cities an increase in the number of rooms 
in. which the average family is compelled to live, 
what will give the greatest amount of pure water in 
the cities, the most efficient form of lighting, and the 
best kind of transportation facilities.” 
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With this purpose in view, the purpose to obtain 
hard, unvarying facts that will enable the American 
. people to better their condition, the Civic Federation 
appointed a committee of twenty-one chosen from 


almost every walk in life to carry out its plans. The 
committee is composed equally of advocates of public 
ownership, private ownership, and so-called neutrals, 
men who have been treating the great economic and 
social questions of the day in a cold, philosophical 
manner, and have as yet made no decision one way 
or the other. 

With opinions thus balanced, the danger of the 
work of the committee assuming a partisan aspect 
has been avoided, and the committee will therefore 
work as it was intended it should work, as a large 
tribunal for the decision of what is, or what is not, so, 
and not what is the opinion of this one or the opinion 
of the other, 
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Having decided on what it was going for, the 
committee set about to discover ways and means of 
getting it. To this end an elaborate scheme of in- 
vestigation was mapped out that has seldom if ever 
been equaled by any previous investigating commis- 
sions. The general scheme is, in the main, the same 
for all the fields to’ be looked into, care being taken, 
however, to make the mode of investigation applica- 
ble to the subject, whether this be transportation, 
gas or electric lighting, or water supply. 

The comprehensiveness of the work undertaken 
will be the better appreciated by looking briefly at the 
methods to be employed by the committee. In the 
first place, expert engineers will be employed by the 
committee to ascertain the conditions existing in the 
various. lines of transportation investigated, and in 
the various manufactories and businesses visited; ex- 
pert accountants will compile facts as to stocl ys, 
bonds, assets, liabilities, receipts, expenses, and profit 
and loss, and.finally experts in political, social, and 
economic questions will, as members of the commit- 
tee, investigate from these various points of view, 
taking into consideration the facts established by 
the engineers and accountants. 

No part of any business investigated will escape 
the attention of the committee. Having ascertained 
all about the history of the various industries, how 
they were established, when special features were 
adopted, the effect of competition, and the general 
sentiment in regard to the existing system of owner- 
ship and operation, the next point taken up will be 
the supervision of the municipalities. Under this 
head will be imvestigated the power of municipalities

plants, &c.; whether the city can condemn property 
of private systems under eminent domain, and the 
power of the particular city in raising funds for such 
undertakings.

wages, &c. The political activity of the employers 
will also be studied, as well as attempts at corruption. 
In investigating the tabor question the commission 
will inquire into the methods of trades unions; the 
number of strikes and how they are settled: the 
wages of the employes and the legal and actual hours 
of employment, and even the methods of furnishing 
uniforms to the men will receive attention. 

In fact, the commission intends to make its work 
so thorough that its report will be a lasting monu- 
ment in the progress of civilization, and judging by 
the composition of the commission it is not at all 
doubtful that it will accomplish its purpose and earn 
the lasting gratitude of its fellow-Americans.

In the railroad gang was La Rose, a burly black- 
smith. One day ina piid-naitinned scuffle with his 
fellows near the cut on the shore of Cobalt Lake, La 
tose fell over a boulder. It glistened at its base, and 
snowed in spots a rich ruby red, unlike anything the 
blacksmith had ever seen. That night La Rose broke 
off a piece of this toulder and sent it down to a 
friend in Toronto. When it was shown to Prof. W. 
Miller of the Ontario Bureau of Mines, the latter lost 
little time in reaching the camp of the construction 
gang. He found what he hoped for, with plentiful 
indications at hand, that cobalt and silver abounded 
throughout the district. 

La Rose the blacksmith left the road and opened a 
mine. In six months he sold it for $28,000. ‘Bhe first 
carload of ore shipred by the new owners netted 
them enough to pay for the property and everything 
they had purchased for it in the way of machinery 
and equipment. To date they have shipped fully 
$400,000 in silver values. The shaft is down over 200 
feet, and the silver vein is wider and truer at the bot- 
tom. This latter fact is of especial interest to every 
camp in Cobalt, as it disproves the theory of the 
early skeptics that the values here were wholly on 
the surface and would not show in depth.

New strikes are frequent in the going properties 
since the snow went off. Hardly a week goes by 
without a discovery of new veins or added values in 
ledges now being worked. Beyond question this en- 
tire section is richly and heavily mineralized. Not 
only is this shown by the actual operations of the 
active camps, but also by the careful researches of 
some of the best-known geologists in the country. 

Dr. Robert Bell, chief of the Canadian Geological 
Survey, who has made several trips to this new El- 
dorado, gives ‘it as his opinion that this is the most 
richly mineralized section yet dscovered on the 
American continent. At first he was inclined to be- 
lieve that the principal values were on the surface, 
so rich and unusual were the outcroppings of leaf 
and native silver. Later researches have caused Dr. 
Bell to assert that every indication throughout the 
camp points to continued and even increasing values 
in depth. 

Prof. W. G. Miller of the Ontario Bureau of Mines 
is a firm believer in the future of the camp. He will 
spend much of his time there this Summer, with a 
party of experts, prospecting throughout the “ Gillies 
Limit,”’ an area several square miles in extent. This 
has been set aside by the Ontario Government, and 
may be worked on the public ownership plan for the 
benefit of the Provincial Treasury. It is purposed to 
lease ledges in the Gillies Limit for $40,000 or $50,000, 
@ nominal yearly rental, and in addition a certain 
percentage of the ore actually taken out, based, of 
course, on its assay value. 

Not all that glitters there is silver—nor will all 
the engineers, experts, miners and waifs of the world 
who have floated in since Spring opened make a 
“strike.” But the going camps, the leading proper- 
ties, which have paid their way many times over in 
the amount of silver shipped to date, have ore 
enough blocked out and in sight to last for many 
months to come. New machinery and equipment is 
coming In on every train. The big camps are adding 
almost daily to their working forces, and it is confi- 
dently predicted by conservative men who are inti- 
mately in touch with actual conditions that the Silver 
City will ship from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 in silver 
values before the close of the present year. 
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ITHIN the past week there have been issued 
from the press of the Martin B. Brown 
Company the eight stout volumes of the 
proceedings of the Common Council of the 
City of New York covering the English 
Colonial period, 1675 to 1776, or from the 

beginning of the Andros régime until the occupation 
of the city by British soldiery and the cessation of 
civil government. The vale of these records is so in- 
calculable that it makes one marvel at their preser- 
vation in manuscript form through all the viciss 
tudes of time, wear, flame, and battle, and especially 
neglect and lack of appreciation of their importance 
The minutes themselves reveal a solicitude on th 
part of the City Fathers for their safety from time 
to time, when fire swept the old Fort George for in- 
stance, or at the rumors of a French invasion. How 
they escaped the depredations of the British troops 
during the occupation is certainly a matter for won- 
dering speculation, as well as why they were scorned 
as pipe-lighters by the old City Hall janitors and 
watchmen! 

The illustrations here reproduced give a slight idea 
of the variations in penmanship with the passage of 
the years. In the main the entries were made with 
exceeding care, and the ink is as fresh as though 
penned but yesterday. Many pages are very diffi- 
cult to decipher, as the writers were evidently Dutch- 
men trying to conform to the ordisance requiring all 
matter to be recorded in the EngWéh ianguage.

MAHA, Neb, May 24.—The late Carl Schurz 
is best remembered in Omaha as the cause 
of the American In@ians being. admitted to 
full citizenship in this country—not through 
his taking the side of the red men in the 
long struggle, but because he, as Secretary 

of the Interior, issued an order which so aroused 
the West to the wrongs of the Indian that a crusade 
was started in Omaha which reached to all portions 
of the United States and ended 
by Supreme Court decisions and legislative enact- 
ments making the Indian as free as a white man if 
he choose to be so, and to accept the conditions of 
eivilization. 

Schurz had the order issued to Gen. Crook, then

“We have all the land Standing Bear and his 
people wish for; we have corn and meat in plenty;

But the Government, through Schurz, said “ No.” 

So Crook arrested the old chief and brought him 
and his followers down to Omaha. And with them 
caiue the wagon bearing the dead child. 

Standing Bear told ‘Crook his in@ividual story. 


The great Indian fighter knew the general history 
of the Indians and was already indignant at their 
treatment, but the treatment accorded Stan@ing 


Bear was too much, and even the stern warrior ree

That night Crook came into Omaha and had an 
all-night’s conference with Tibbles, then an edl- 


torial writer on a newspaper. A campaign of In- 
dians’ rights was mapped out, and both men started 
out the next day to carry out their parts. 

Crook was to delay returning the Indians to In- 
dian Territory until a writ of habeas corpus could 
be asked for from the United States Court on the 
ground that the Constitution, in the Fourteenth 
Amendment, guaranteed to all persons born in the 
United States equal protection of the law.

Tibbles looked out for the legal end of the deal 
He went to John L. Webster, then a struggling, un- 
known young lawyer, laid his case before him, and 
asked him to defend the rights of the Indian. 

‘There is no money in it, but there is fame, 
honor, and glory,” said Tibbies. 

Webster took the case, and asked Judge A. 9, 
Poppleton, then general counsel] for the Union Pa- 
to assist him and make the argument. Pop- 
pleton agreed, and then a writ was applied for in

The case came to trial. It was the most notable 
in the West, and, in fact, the 
scope Ss as le as any ever tried in the United 
States, io by its decision 100,000 people were made 
citizens. 

Thomas H. Tibbles attended every session - of 
that court. In his own words he describes it this 





way: 

“The court room was crowded with fashionably 
dressed women, and the clergy, which had been 
’ stirred by the incident, was there in force. 
Lawyers, every one in Nebraska and many from the 
; business men, Gen. Crook and 
in their dress uniforms, (this was one

of the few times in his life that Crook wore his 
full dress in public;) and the Indians themselves, in 
their gaudy colors. The court room was a galaxy of 
brilliancy. 

‘“‘On one side stood the army officers, the brill- 
jantly dressed women, and the white people; on the 
other was Standing Bear, in his official robes as 
chief of the Poncas, and with him were his leading 
men, 

“Far back in the audience, shrinking from ob- 
servation, was an Indian girl who afterward be- 
carae famous as a lecturer in England and America. 
She wes later known on both continents by a trans- 
lation of her Indian name, In-sta-the-am-ba, Bright 
Eyes. 

“Attorney Poppleton’s argument was carefully 
prepared, and consumed sixteen hours in the deliv 
ering, occupying the attention of the court for two 
days. On the third day Mr. Webster spoke for six 
hours, And during all the proceedings the court 
room was packed with the beauty and culture of 
the city. 

“Toward the close of the trial the situation be- 
came tense. As the wrongs inflicted on the Indians 
were described by the attorneys indignation was 
often at a white heat, and the Judge made no at- 
tempt at suppressing the applause which broke out 
from time to time.

“For the department Mr. Lambertson made & 
short address, but was listened to in silence. 

“Tt was late in the afternoon when the trial 
drew to a close. The excitement had been increas- 
ing, but it reached a height not before felt when 
Judge Dundy announced that Chief Standing Bear 
would be allowed to make a speech in his own be- 
haif. 

“Not one in that audience besides the army of- 
ficers and Mr. Tibbles had ever heard an oration 
by an Indian chief. All of them had read of the elo- 
quence of Red Jacket and Logan, and they sat 
there wcndering whether the mild-looking old man, 
with the lines of suffering and sorrow on his fur- 


rowed brow and cheek, dressed in the full robes of 
an Indian chief, could make a speech at all. 

“It happened that there was a good interpreter 
present—the son of Father Hamilton, a well-known 
missionary. 

“Standing Bear arose. Half-facing the audience 
he held out his right hand and stood motionless so 
long that the stillness of death which had settled 
down on the audience became almost unbearable, 
At last, looking up at the Judge, he said: ‘ 

“*That hand ts not the.color of yours, but if I 
prick ft, the blood will flow and I shall feel pain. 
The biood fs of the same color as yours. God made 
mé, end. J.am.aman. I never cOmmitted a crime. If 
I had, I would not stand here to make a defense. I

The method of capturing rattlesnalzes was learned 
from the Indians.

The hunters, on reaching the den, deploy and ad- 
down on a 
snake or lay a gi ntdin gs hand upon one. But usually 
the rattlesnake generously gives warning with its 
tail. This remarkable provision of nature is raised 
at the slightest alarm and the vicious whir is heard. 

Having notified its enemy—or challenged, if you 
care te doubt the generous intentions of a rattier— 
the snake begins to beat a retreat. Then out goes 
the snake-rod, and the rattler’s head is pinned be- 
tween the arms of the inverted V.

But although rattlesnake hunting is very inter 
esting, like beetle hunting and picnics, it is’ only 
the objective point—the excuse—for the outing that 
makes to the joy of living. When the hunt was 
ovar the band had to pick itself up. Some of it was 
smoking the reflective pipe, sitting on rattlesnake 
lairs; some of it had removed its clothes, and the 
naked Apollo stood under the merry torrent; one 
of it chewed blades of grass by the river and’ tried 
to understand Alice Pan, the beautiful daughter of

sion T may pass on to life and Mberty, If he refuses, 
I must go back and sink beneath the flood.’ 

“Then, in a lower tone: 

“‘You are that man.’ 

“There was silence in the court as the chief sat 
down. Some tears ran down over the Judge’s faca, 
Gen. Crook leaned forward and covered his face with 
his hands. Some of the ladies sobbed. 

“All at once that audience by one commor im- 
pulse rose to its feet and such a shout went up as 
was never heard in a Nebraska court room. No 
one heard Judge Dundy say ‘Court is adjourned.’ 
There was a rush for Standing Bear. The first to 
reach him was Gen. Crook. I was second. The la- 
dies flecked toward him, and for an hour Standing 
Bear held a reception. 

“A few days afterward Judge Dundy handed 
down his famous decision in which he announced 
that an Indian was a ‘person’ and was entitled to 
the protection of the law. Standing Bear and his 
followers were set free, and with his old wagon and 
the body of his dead child he went back to the 
huating grounds of his fathers and buried the boy 
with tribal honors. It was the very first time an 
Indian was ever permitted to appear in court and 
have his rights tried.”

Up at the Ponca Reservation there is an old 
white-headed Indian, (he is the only known really 
white-headed Indian, too.) It is old Standing Bear 
—oldi and decrepit. 3ut he remembers Carl Schurz, 
and stili blames him for much of thé hardships 
through which the Western Indians passed.

would cross the orbit of the earth. People having 
some strange ideas of their own concerning the meane 
ing of the word “orbit ’”’ imagined that it was probe 
ably something tangible belonging to the earth that 
might be hurt in the encounter, or that possibly the 
earth might be destined to collide with the comet. 

At its return in 1607 Halley’s comet, as described 
by Kepler, presented the appearance of a very bright 
star, and so insignificant was its tail that doubts 
were expressed at one time as to whether it had any 
at all. Usually, near to the 
sun it adorns itself—as it were—in most gorgeous 
raiment, composed of myriads of golden particles, 
forming a train many millions of miles in length. 

The direction of the train is always away from the 
sun, the comet gracefully facing the sun as it ap- 
proaches to pay its respects, as in the case of a 
presentation to royalty. The larger the comet the 
finer and more extensive the train, and some, such as 
the comet of 1744, had at one time six tails, each six 
millions of miles long, if we are to believe the ac- 
counts given by the observers in those days. 
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At each return of the comet the same gorgeous 
display is made, but as the material used in the for- 
mation of the train is ultimately lost as the comet re- 
cedes in space it naturally follows that the comet be- 
comes impoverished, and can no longer present such 


when a comet draws 


an imposing aspect. This is apparently what was hap- 
pening in the case of Halley’s comet, for on its return 
in 1682 it excited very little attention, except among 
astronomers. Supposing this decrease in size and 
brillancy to be progressive, fears were entertained 
that on its expected return in 1758 it might escape 
the attention of astronomers altogether. 

Under such circumstances the return of the comet 
was awaited by astronomers with the greatest im- 
patience and anxiety. They were anticipated, how- 
ever, in the discovery by George Palitzch, a peasant 
residing in the neighborhood of Berlin.. He first saw 
the comet on.Christmas Eve, 1758, through a small

That is how it came to pass: Now that it ts all 
shipshape I want you to see it from my standpoint, 
which is the mountain.

It is a sanctuary, 
and one goes there alone. The very clusters of ferns 
in the rocks appreciate the exquisite holiness of the 
place, and stand with their feathery heads always 
bowed, like first communicants, or worshippers 
listening to the Angelus. 

Could you beat that sky in Italy? We always 
arrange that degree of sunshine and those careful 
little Dutch-platter clouds for our guests. The vio- 
lets and anemones sprinkled over the rocks compose 
a perfect Botticelli, and that vista of green field and 
pink and white blossom beneath us explains why 
Inness chose this as his tramping ground. Look at 
that flaunting red columbine high on that ledge, and 
now watch me olimb for it. Here is a stiff little 
Jack-in-the-pulpit beside it—the eternal problem 
even here is this cranny, the prim little priest and 
the flirtatious columbine, You couldn't find anything 
in the Alps more perilous than this backward craw- 
fishing off this ledge, and if I fell I'd be killed just 
as dead. 

From here to the house there is a breathless romp 
of a field, but you can’t romp it, because you have 
to carry a tree or two home for firewood.

telescope, and on the next day communicated the dis- 
covery astronomer named Hoffman, who ob- 
served it on the 27th and 28th of Decemper. 

A few days later.it was independently discovered 
by an astronomer at Leipsic, who, jealous of his dis- 
covery, did not announce it, but gave himself up to 
the solitary pleasure of following the body in its 
course from day to day, while his contemporaries 
throughout Europe were vainly directing their anx- 
fous search for it in other quarters of the heavens, 
Thus, two French astronomers, Delisle and Messter, 
wasted a considerable amount of valuable time, not 
finding the comet till a month after its actual dis- 
coyery by Palitzch. We can imagine their feelings 
when they learned how easily they might have been 
spared this exasperating delay in tracking the celes- 
tial fugitive to its lair. A veritable “ wild goose 
in the depths of space! 
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The news of the discovery now became generally 
known, and the comet was observed at various places 
in Europe. It was best seen in the southern hemi- 
sphere, and at one time had a tail about fifty degrees 
long, or nearly half way from the horizon to the 
zenith. If you are at a place where a clear view of 
the sky from the horizon to the zenith can be ob- 
tained, look in that direction now, and imagine your 
feelings at the sight of a comet with a train of such 
dimensions. Even in this enlightened age it would 
be an awe-inspiring sight. 

At its next return, in 1835, the comet was reason- 
ably conspicuous with a train about fifteen degrees 
in length, which is equivalent to three times the dis- 
tance separating the Pointers in the Great Dipper. It 
was first seen on the 5th of August, 1835, by Dumou- 
chel, Director of the Observatory of the Roman Col- 
lege at Rome. It appeared as a faint and almost in- 
ck of ight on the deep blus of the heavens, 
degree of its predicted place.

was subsequently followed until about the time of its 
nearest approach to the sun, on the 16th of Novem- 
ber, when it ceased to be visible, on account of its 
having moved toward the south. 

It was observed in the southern hemisphere 
throughout. the months of February, March, and 
April, 1836, and disappeared finally on the 17th of 
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—when we find the sun dial. The xt time I go 
home I shall bring back two Bets = I have to 
tie their feet together and carry them over my arm. 

You sit there in the chimney seat while I build a 
fire. Cassandra isn't in it with me in building fires.

It seems just the dash of color that old stone 
chimneywork demands. When we came these walls 
were impossible, but a roll of burlap contributed by 
the director of the art school was tinted a soft neu- 
tral tone by the Cherub, and now the walls are 
things of beauty. The walls and ceiling as well were 
covered with a yellowed and bDlistered plastering, 
but the Dervish smelled walnut beams and pitched 
an axe into the ceiling, and lo! the beams appeared. 
These we scraped and polished to a mahogany fine- 
ness. We use this as kitchen and reception room, 
and every peace of brass and pewter and china has 
a history. There is a hair-raising story connected 
with that great copper kettle in the chimney corner. 
The Dervish stole that from a haunted house near 
St. Louis, and nearly got arrested. But another time 
for that. 
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This other room is our library and rest room. 
Here one may read or write or sketch in absolute 
quiet. That gray day landscape above the mantel 
seems to hold its finger to its lips and demand quiet, 
and gives a twilight sweetness to the room. At night 
we use candles. One cannot be noisy in candlelight. 
We try to keep bowls of flowers in all the windows, 
and a rollicking wood fire is the only element of mo- 
tion in the room. The Dervish tinted those bricks 
and stones into that mellow color scheme. You do 
not get the full benefit until the fire dies down a bit. 
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May of that year. It was then seen as a small, round 
cloud, with a bright spot of light near its centre, 
This was the last time the comet was seen, for it dis- 
appeared not to return until its expected visit in 1910. 
It is now urging its way through space at a terrific 
rate of speed, and will finally rush around the sun. 
only to recede into space again, until its allotted 
period brings it once more within our ken. Then 
other eyes than ours must gaze upon its splendor, 
comparing it with the appearance when it passed—as 
it will—within 5,000,000 or 10,000,000 miles of the 
earth's orbit. 

Some idea of the vast size of the orbit of Halley’s 
comet may be formed by comparing it with the di- 
mensions of that of our planet. The mean distance 
of the earth from the sun is about 93,000,000 miles, 
while the length of the orbit of the comet is more 
than thirty-five times that distance, and its breadth 
about one-fourth of its length. 

Could we imagine the nucleus of the comet a solid 
globe like the earth, and that it were possible for us 
to take a journey on this globe through the realms of 
space along the pathway of this comet we should 
find that at its greatest distance from the sun that 
luminary would not appear larger than a star. 

At this distance the comet only moves at the rate 
of 39 miles a minute, an “ aphelion crawl” compared 
with its rate when at perihelion, or when nearest to 
the sun. Approaching the orbit of Neptune it accel- 
erates its gait to 65 miles per minute, increasing the 
speed limit to 171 miles per minute between Neptune 
and Uranus. In the space between Uranus and 
Saturn it urges its way at the rate of 320 miles a 
minute, and still further to 520 miles a minute in the 
space between Saturn and Jupiter. Then hastening 
to escape the vast attractive power of the mighty 
comet capturer, it rushes onward in the direction of 
Mars at the rate of 783 miles per minute, going full 
tilt at the rate of 1,878 miles per minute as it circles 
around the sun. 

If this speed were Increased by about seventeen 
miles per minute it would exceed the speed limit per- 
mitted to this periodical visitor in space he orbit 
would become parabolic, and the comet would leave 
our solar system forever. Fortunately the comet 
has so far passed the danger point in safety, and, 
sweeping around the sun, begins its long return voy- 
age into infinite space, 
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As it recedes the comet’s light grows fainter and 
fainter, until at length it passes beyond the range of 
the most powerful telescopes made by man and is 
geen no more. It has been seen for the first and last 
time by the generation of man to whom it has dis- 
played its glories; although in the case of Halley’s 
comet, with its period of only seventy-five years, 
there may be some who can tell us about the display 
in 1835. 

In connection with the expected return of the 
comet, it is an odd coincidence that at its expected 
return in 1835, Morrison, better known by his nom de 
plume Zadkiel, published a pamphlet concerning the 
approach of “this potent heavenly messenger” (as 
he calls it) to the earth. The dire calamities it would 
produce, according to Zadkiel, were likely to occur 
some time before its actual advent. 

To illustrate this he refers to a great earthquake 
which occurred in the Azores in the nonth of March, 
1757, nearly two years before the comet's last preced- 
ing appearance at the end of 1758. He also accuses 
the poor, harmless comet of producing some earth- 
quake shocks in England, as well as in other places, 
in 1883 and 1834, and of being the cause of storms 
and inundations which occurred in China and Indla 
toward the end of the year 1883. However, Zadkiel’s 
history is very much at fault, accuracy not being one 
of his strong points. Were he living at the present 
time he would doubtless blame the now returning 
comet for the late volcanic eruption at Vesuvius and 
the terrible earthquake calamity in San Francisco, 

Even Milton, though he lived in the day of Kepler 
and Galileo, and was imbued with all the learning and 
philosophy of his time, does not scruple to call in the 
aid of the malign power of comets in order to 
heighten the local color of his word picture

After dinner I will sneak in and get 
some incense burning, and before you know it the 
Dervish will have that Persian scarf twisted around 
her head and be hitting that banjo in high places 
and finding music she heard in her previous incarna- 
tion in the Arabian Nights. 

While dinner is developing we will look around 
upstairs. There weré two rooms here, but we knocked 
down the partitions, and now have this one enormous 
dormitory. Every girl who wants a few breaths of 
free life and fresh air sends out her cot and comes 
and goes when she pleases. Observe the wooden pins 
in the beams above. That proves the antiquity of 
our house. And so does that hole in the chimney- 
piece. That was once used for smoking hams and 
bacon. Under the eaves is a limitless space for 
trunks and boxes. I rejoice in this, for I haven’t 
been in New York long enough to be hardened ‘to the 
thrills produced by a magic name on a pastehoard 
box. 

We cut away most of the back door and filled it 
in with a glass panel, and now we can enjoy the 
orchard and mountain regardless of the weather. 
This dandelion salad grew out there, and the orange 
marmalade came from the Cherub’s home in Los An- 
geles. Even the cloth has a history and is a good 
story. It is really Armenian, and was given the 
Dervish by the mother of the Persian Consul, whom 
the Dervish met at an Oriental picnic, where she was 
the one “white person” present.

The Princess apparently has a penchant 
for pink, which is well, as she is a blonde. 
One of the more elaborately made gowns 
is of French foulard in rose pink powdered 


in white. It is designed for garden par- 
ties, and is trimmed with creamy torchon 
lace, many tucks, and rose pink velvet 
in folds, bows, and lacings. Its lace 
yoke has lattice work, ladders of the 
foulard and lace insertions. The bodice 
portion is full, and droops over a wide 
girdle, the girdle being formed of nar- 


row widths of pink velvet, each tying or 
ending under tiny bows at the front. The 
sleeves are full puffs with lace insertions 
and tucks, and end at the elbows in frills

Another simple 
muslin frock is a pale blue cambrié show- 
ered with white dots of various sizes, and 
this is also trimmed with embroidery and 
lace insertions and ruffles. Some of the 
morning negligé are in white dotted mus- 
lin in broderie Anglaise or open work de- 
sign, to be worn over silk slips. 

Many of these morning gowns are in 
white and Princess lines. One of them is 
much tucked lengthwise, but shows little 
lace, and that in a narrow edging. It has, 
however, a lace yoke and collar. Folds of 
rose pink satin go over the shoulders, the 
ends of which are held in place by tiny 
chous of the satin. 

The Princess has a number of crash 
tub gowns. One of these is trimmed with 
embroidery in deep pink and white, an- 
other with dark blue and white, and still 
another in dark blue with cream. They 
simply made, as are also several 
dotted muslin frocks, also trimmed with 
embroidery inserted in long lines. 

The trousseau contains many ailk 
blouses for wearing with plain tailored 
coats and skirts. All are tucked, some 
in narrow tucks, others with: wide tucks,

and all have bands and fancy ties of 
taffeta of different colors. There are 
also a large number of fine muslin 


blouses in the most delicate shades of 
pink, blue, some iridescent, and these in 
the most delicate shades. Nearly all of 
these have lace yokes and lace insertions. 
Valenciennes being the lace most favored. 
There are also two tea gowns of Valen- 
ciennes lace with just a little silk mus- 
lin inserted to show off the lace. They 
have many frills and tucks. Both are 
Empire in cut, with high-placed girdles 
of white embroidery through which white 
satin ribbon is run, tied 'n many loops at 
the back. One of these has corn-colored 
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silk underslip and the other a light blue. 

Another all Valenciennes robe is a re- 
ception gown. It is very wide lace with 
a fine mesh and is combined with white 
cloth of extremely fine and thin texture. 
The skirt is of lace, but has a cloth hem.

C) comb Wetherill, who had a 
warm, not to say hot, day for 
her marriage with Mr. Lefferts, and the 
sartorial display was one of the most 
brillant at any Spring wedding. One 
woman guest wore a white mull, with 
not too many insertions of Valenciennes 
lace, that made one several degrees 
cooler to look at. Others were in linen 
gowns and frocks of very thin silk, one 
in foulard in white, with small black 
polka dots. 


Miss Wetherill—now Mrs. Barent Lef- 
ferts—had a unique touch to her wedding 
robe of white crépe de chine and satin, in 
the arrangement of the point-lace ruf- 
fles that outlined the point-lace yoke in 
the back, over the shoulders, and down 
each side of the fronts of the yoke, and 
then trailed loosely to below the waist 
line, where they were again caught to 
the robe, and from there curved along 
the side fronts and back to the sides of 
the train, giving a petticoat effect to the 
front. From the points where the lace 
ruffles—perhaps six inches wide—were 
caught to the robe they were flat all the 
way, and apparently had some sort of a 
flat heading, whether of tucks, embroid- 
ery, or a band of the lace the writer 
could not determine.

LOWLY, it is true, but just as

At pres- 
eut it is part of the creed of amateurs 
that it is not quite safe to admire 
paintings of anecdote. They are held, 
for reasons rarely defined, to be a little 
vulgar —intellectually speaking — and 
that incautious person who has the 
courage of his convictions and buys 
them is likely to need a certain amoun 
of heroism as he runs the gantlet of 
the criticism of his friends. Slowly but 
surely this change in the barometer of 
the art shows has deprived a host of 
painters of their income; it has re- 
duced artists of approved popularity 
to the condition of the prima donna 
who no longer can secure an audience, 
though she is perfectly certain that her 
voice is as good as ever and her acting 
better. Lucky are they who have had 
the strength of mind during the fat 
years to put away something against 
the lean. 

Easy enough to say that the anec- 
dotists and story tellers have brought 
this bad weather on themselves by 
painting down to the intellectual level 
of childlike and primitive minds; but 
that easy explanation does not explain. 
The change is too general to be the re- 
sult of good or bad painting; it lies far 
beyond the influence exerted by the 
artists themselves.

Nearly one dozen Rem- 
brandts, six ‘Ruysdaels, and four portraits 
by Franz Hals are mentioned by Dr. Wil- 
helm Bode in his report on the collection. 

The price mentioned for the whole col- 
lection, $5,000,000, seems a fanciful sum; 
but we may’ remember that Mr. Henry 
Walters was said to have paid more than 
$1,000,000 for the Mazzaranti collection, 
which has always been understood to 
contain a, great many more objects of 
secondary value than the Kann collec- 
tion. When the Spitzer treasures came 
to-be sold the estimates were far lower 
than the aggregate obtained, and so it 
might be with the Kann if the heirs de- 
cided to sell at auction. The Dutch paint- 
ings alone, under favorable conditions, 
might bring one-fifth of the reported ask- 
ing price.

The Dally Express of London has been 
interviewing picture and antique dealers 
concerning the falling off of a demand 
for English subject-paintings which has 
been so marked a feature of the last few 
years. One dealer in antiques held that 
an increased interest for his own special 
wares would account for the slump in 
modern pictures. Art dealers put it — 
to another cause: “The present-day 
oraze for ‘ odd art’ and the demand for the 
unusual and fantastic in decorative work 
and furnishing is the cause of the decline 
of the subject picture.’’ Other firms, and 
they are decorators rather than deal- 
ers, attribute it to the change of taste 
from plainly papered or distempered walls 
to decorative. People now call for sten- 
ciled designs which cover every avallable 
space. ‘‘It would be considered criminal 
in some households to cover the latest 
and most expensive paper with a large 
painting.” 

“A large majority of people who cannot 
afford to consult us,’’ said another firm 
of decorators, ‘‘are taking lessons in 
stenciling and are decorating their own 
walls.”’

In its centre bloom there is balm that 
has been blessed by the Pope. The actual 
blessing of the Rose Aurea occurs each 
year on the fourth Sunday of the Lenten 
The symbol is given to 
churches, communities, 
1 to be particularly deserving of the 
favors of the Holy See. 

It was given to Queen Joanna of Na- 
ples late in the fourteenth century, and 
to Henry VI. in 1446. Henry VIII. had it 
presented to him three times, despite his 
many wives. It was presented to him 
the first time because of the treatise 
that won for him the title Defender of 
theeFaith. Other recipients were Freder- 
ick the Wise of Saxony, Charles IX. of 
Spain, Gonsalvo de Cordova, Napoleon II.,

The case was first heard before the Mixed Tribunal 
and a crowded court. The Princes were defended 
by Maftre Villa, the celebrated Italian lawyer, who 
pleaded eloquently for three hours. He began by 
defending Ismail, to whom he said Egypt owed a 
big debt of gratitude. He maintained that the lands 
in question came to Ismail in his private capacity 
as an estate, and, although he purchased some of 
the lands with the money of the State, he and the 
State being at that time synonymous, he commit- 
ted no wrong. Maitre Villa insisted that these lands 
were only given up for paying off the debts, and 
concluded with an appeal to the justice and com- 
mon sense of the Mixed Tribunal, whom he eulo- 
gized for their splendid organization and work. The 
President of the court congratulated the lawyer on 
his speech, which was received with applause by

the crowd in court. 

Maitre Pietri followed for the Government, and 
declared that, by the arrangement of 1888, the 
Princes agreed to a final settlement of the account 
between them and the Egyptian Government, and, 
further, that if they had any claim at all, they had 
lost it by prescription, since it was not until Aug.

King Peter Still Uneasy 
On His Servian Throne 


IE NEUE FREIE PRESSE of Vienna hasassur- 

ances from Belgrade that King Peter is act- 

ually preparing a coup d'état, which will turn 

out of office the murderers of King Alexander 

and Queen Draga, and place in his hands the 
reins of Government. On the other hand, the 
regicide conspirators, who fear that the King, by the 
aid of the Radicals, may forcibly remove them, are 
making preparations on their side, and they hope to 
dethrone the King by means of a Palace revolt and 
replace him by the Crown Prince George, who, it is 
said, is entirely devoted to their cause, The conspira- 
tors openly boast that they can absolutely depend 
upon the military. 

In the meantime, the Servian Government, partic- 
ularly in regard to foreign relations, is in an intol- 
erable position. It is believed by students of interna- 
tional politics that Servia has a great hand to play 
in the future Balkan question, if only the blot on her 
name and status could be eradicated. With that done, 
the army could be reorganized with regard to ex- 
ternal contingencies. Then, without exciting Moham- 
medan jealousy by advancing untenable claims in 
Macedonia, she could concentrate her attention on Old 
Servia, when an alliance with Bulgaria would follow 
as a matter of course—particularly when Bulgaria 
shall be, as it is expected she will be next Summer, 
free from all Ottoman direction. Servia has dynastic 
ties with Montenegro, and can always count~—when- 
ever she chooses to get rid of the regicides— on Ital- 
ian support against Austrian designs of Balkan ex- 
pansion. 

An alliance between the three Slav States is re- 
garded in Downiug Street as a deciding factor in the 
Balkan question, and is privately encouraged there. 
In the meantime, however, Downing Street, simply 
because King Peter will not rid himself of the regi- 
cides, can hold no communication with Belgrade, and 
Austria continues to play her game of Teutonic ad- 
vancement in the Balkans, which is Ikely to prove 
successful in the face of a divided opposition. 
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Balloon Blows Up in England 


G HILE a balloon was being deflated the other 
day at Stagsden, a village near Bedford, 
England, an explosion occurred which re- 
sulted in seven persons being removed to 
©) the County Hospital. 

The balloon, with one occupant, had as- 
cended from the local Crystal Palace to a consider- 
able altitude, when, owing to the approach of a storm, 
the aeronaut decided to land.: This was not at once 
effected, and crowds followed the balloon until it 
finally came to a standstill by the anchor being 
caught. The landing having been made, and the car 
removed, the villagers good-naturedly hung on to the 
ropes while the deflation was in progress. 

Everything seemed to be going satisfactorily 
when a report as of a heavy gun was heard. The bal- 
loon had completely disappeared, and some ten or 
twelve persons were lying on the ground scorched 
and singed about the face. It is surmised by the 
aeronaut that, in spite of his command, one of the 
farmers nearby attempted to light his pipe and there- 
by caused the explosion. In fact, a pipe and a box of 
matches were subsequently found: near the place 
where the balloon had been. 
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Turkish Passive Resisters 


® SIGNIFICANT movement has arisen among 
the Mussulman populatidn of Erzerum, in 
Asia Minor, which in the present condition 
of the European provinces constitutes the 

only living part of the Ottoman Empire. 
An organized and ever-spreading agita- 
tion is on foot against the payment of the poll tax 
imposed by the Sultan in 1903. The people do not 
refuse to pay the tax, but resist passively, declaring 
that the country cannot pay and that there is no 
reason for the tax. Such a movement among the 
Sultan’s most faithful subjects deserves to be fol- 

lowed with the closest interest. 
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Revolts Against British 
Rule in Natal and Nigeria 


ATAL is in Southeast Africa. Nigeria is in 
Western Central Africa. They are 3,000 miles 
apart. The fact, however, that each has a re- 
bellion on hand against British supremacy 
seems to be sufficient reason to confound them 
in the minds of foreign paragraphers. The 

origin of the Natal revolt of Zulu troops was due to 
the execution of certain native chiefs who were held 
responsible for the murder of white settlers. The re- 
volt in Nigeria, which has become a far more serious 
matter, dates from 1899, when the British Govern- 
ment took over the country on the shores of the Ni- 
ger from the Royal Niger Company. Each revolt, 
however, is emphasized with ominous signs to which 
the cable dispatches will doubtless pay fuller atten- 
tion when news from"St. Petersburg becomes more 
tranquil, 

Just now, Sir William Arbuckle, Agent General for 
Natal, is doing his best to pacify the Zulu chiefs, 
who acording to a dispdtch from Geneva, Switzer- 
land, are led by a native of that country named N. 
Duby, who fought with the Boers in the late war and 
finally joined the tribe of Bambata, on whose death 
he assumed chief control. He is called Ndube in the 
cable dispatches, the writers of which have not yet 
suspected his identity. 

Another interesting figure in the Zulu outbreak ts 
Dinizulu, son and heir of the famous Chief Cetywayo. 
After the last Zulu rising, Dinizulu was exiled in St. 
Helena, but was permitted to return to Natal in 1898. 
In the present trouble he. has attempted to show evi- 
dences of his loyalty by promising to capture Ndube 
and bring him before the magiftracy 6f Nongoma in 
an iron cage. It may be recalled that Marshall Ney 
made the same promise to the Royal Government of 
France in regard to Napoleon at the beginning of the 
Hundred Days’ “Ney, however, joined the Emperor. 
Sir William Arbuckle is fearful of a similar result in 
Natal, and so he keeps Dinizulu as far as possible 
from Ndube. 

Besides, Dinizulu’s antecedents are decidedly bad. 
Proclaimed King of the Zulus by the Boers in 1884, 
he has always headed the Usutus (Cetywayo’s special 
party of the Zulus) in their hostility to Great Britain. 
It was with his approval that the New .Republic was 
proclaimed by the Boers later in the same year. Find- 
ing, however, that the Boers had made a tool of him, 
he tried to repudiate his agreement with them, in 
virtue of which they had helped him to crush his 
rival, Usibepu. During the next four years, Dinizulu, 
with the assistance of Undabuko, gave considerable 
trouble, and was more than once fined tn cattle. In 
1880, he broke out into open rebellion, which lasted 
practically until the end of the year. 

The rebellion in Nigeria forms the history of Brit- 
ain’s fight for civilization in that country. The na- 
tives there have never been entirely tranquilized, and 
it mattered not to them whether England, France, 
and Germany several times almost came to blows 
over an attempt to delimit their territory. A few 
weeks ago'a combined British and French force was 
attacked by the natives at Sokoto, Northern Nigeria. 
When this fact became known throughout the Pro- 
tectorate, the powerful Emir at Hadeija preached a 
holy war against all foreigners, and massacres be- 
gan. 

A British force is now being concentrated at Kano, 
whence Hadeija is a six days’ march over open coun- 
try. After the Kano expedition of February, 1903, 
Hadeija was occupied by a small British force, which 
has recently retreated. 
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A python escaped from a menagerie at Kornen- 
burg. near Vienna, the other day, and, according to 
the latest mail advices, has not yet been recaptured. 
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English landlords and tenants have come to an 
agrecment on what is known as the “ Rabbit Rider” 
of the Land Tenure bill.

The tenants, however, 
will be particularly encouraged to snare rabbits and 
hares for market. 
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One of the “King’s 
Greyhounds” Coming Here 


F ONE should see in the streets of New York 
within the next fortnight or so a rather stout 
gentleman of military bearing dressed in 
Scotch tweeds, his face adorned with mutton- 
chop whiskers, and under the lapel of his 
waistcoat a little gold greyhound at full speed, 

he must not be set down as a member of a kennel 
club 6r society for the prevention of cruelty to dogs. 
He should be recognized as Capt. Philip Wynter, 
who. for thirty-five years has been a messenger in 
the service of the sovereign of England. Leave of ab- 
Bence was recently granted him, and he will spend 
part of his vacation in the United States. 

The nickname bestowed upon him and his col- 
leagues abroad, the “ King’s Greyhounds,” is derived 
from the little badge he wears, before which all Brit- 
ish officials bow, and which serves as the open ses- 
ame to every British door. When on an errand, be- 
sides the gold greyhound the King’s messenger usually 
carries a sheet of stamped Foreign Office paper 
signed by the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
and countersigned by the sovereign. It represents 
that the bearer is on a special mission and “ com- 
mands” every British subject, high or low, to further 
the errand without regard to property or life. It also 
informs fereigners that the bearer is a subject of his 
Majesty and ‘requests and requires” that he be 
given every possible assistance, and that no obsta- 
cle be placed in his path. 

Express companies and postal services have made 
little change in the functions of a King’s messenger. 
At a moment's notice, he may be sent to the ends of 
the earth bearing a treaty, a royal gift, or a note upon 
the secure delivery of which may depend either the 
honor of a nation or of a Princess. Two things are 
absolutely required of the messenger: He must de- 
liver what is confided to him and he must hold his 
peace. One may be sure, therefore, that Capt. Wyn- 
ter has betrayed no royal or official secrets in his 
book, “On the Queen’s Errands,” although there is 
probably sufficient fascination in what he may tell 
without breach of confidence. The first qualification 
of a King’s messenger is that he is a gentleman by 
rank and fame. 

“ A King’s messenger {s not only the intimate and 
confidential friend of the members of H. M.’s diplo- 
matic service abroad, but is a cosmopolitan in the 
truest sense of the word, being an acceptable mem- 
ber of society in the various cities to which his steps 
are again and again directed.” 

Capt. Wynter, although a commissioned officer 
“on special service,” like most of .his colleague mes- 
sengers, is ranked with the junior Secretaries and 
attachés of the different embassies and legations. By 
nearly every British statesman abroad, to whom 
“‘messages"’ have been taken, the messenger has 
been treated on a basis of equality, save apparently 
by the late’Lord Salisbury, who conducted his rela- 
tions with the messenger through his butler. The fact, 
however, that, in general, he was treated as a mem- 
ber of the Corps Diplomatique, and not as a messen- 
ger in the usual sense, enables Capt. Wynter to give 
some interesting peeps in his book at well known per- 
sonalities. Having, further, been engaged on service 
during the Austro-Prussian, Franco-German, Russo- 
Turkish, and the late Boer war, needless to say there 
is much material for incident of an unusually piquant 
character. The author’s experiences, too, with the 
various curious and prying people who pestered him 
in different places are often quite comical, and his 
sketches of life in Vienya, Constantinople, Berlin, 
Rome, and other capitals are valuable and full of ob- 
servation. Altogether, it is a book which no cos opol- 
itan should miss, for, if there is any one calculated to 
take that title to himself, it is he whose duty it is to 
call upon Kings, to deliver dispatches, to carry treat- 
jes frbm power to power, and to be swift, sure, and 
silent—in all languages. 
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Of Interest to Philatelists 


HE Grecian, Italian, and French Governments 
are issuing new postage stamps, which show 
a distinct improvement over former achieve- 
ments in philatelic art. The Greek publication 
is in the form of a series, with designs in- 
tended to symbolize the Olympic games. They 

display, respectively, a discus thrower; a jumper 

with jumping weights; Victory with a small cadu- 
ceus; Atlas, having changed places with Heracles, 
supporting the heavens, (represented by eight stars 
and a moon;) Heracles and Antaios wrestling; wres- 
tlers, with a view of the Acropolis; Victory holding 

a cock, typical of cock fighting; a group of runners; 

victor of torch race offering a sacrifice. Every 

stamp of the series bears the words “ Olympic 

Games” and “ Athens, 1906,” in Greek characters. 

An interesting circumstance is connected with the 

issue of the new Italian stamp. It is the reproduc- 
tlon of the portrait of Victor Emmanuel III., which 
a canvass of the manufacturers of souvenir postal 
cards has proved to be the most popular among Ital- 
ians. With the new 10-centime stamp France for 
the first time adopts a postage which has long been 
in vogue in the United States; that is, the rate of 
2 cents per half ounce for domestic letters. The new 
10-centime red stamp takes the place of the cld 
l5-centime stamp. In regard to the design of the 
sower upon its face, it is interesting to note that she 
spreads the seed against the wind and not with it, as 
was erroneously depicted on the old stamp. 
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Bulgaria’s Theatrical Budget 


HE statement of the Bulgarian budget for 1906, 
\ which has just been, received, contains one 
@ @ item which might eloquently be utilized by 
the advocates of a National or municipal 
theatre in the United States. As is well 
known, the Principality of Bulgaria is a 
tributary State of Turkey, created by the Treaty of 
Berlin of 1878. In has a territory of 24,380 square 
miles and a population of about 2,500,000. Its reve- 
nue last year amounted to 111,570,000 leva and its ex- 
penditure to- 115,544,056 leva, or, respectively, $22,- 
314,000 and $23,108,812. Notwithstanding the deficit 
the budget for the current year provides that $300,- 
000 be expended on the national drama. Two million 
one hundred thousand dollars will be spent on educa- 
tion, and a little over $5,000,000, or more than a fifth 
of the revenue, will go to the Ministry of War. 
Bulgaria's net public debt now amounts to $71,- 
100,000; the sum set apart for redemption in 1906 is 
$1,250,000, while the interest amounts to close upon 
$4,000,000. All together the service of the debt costs 
the taxpayers annually $6,400,000, or about $3 a 
head. These figures are interesting in the light of 
Prince Ferdinand’s petition for independence and a 
kingdom, which the powers party to the Treaty of 
Berlin are now considering, and the preparations 
that are being made in Bulgaria for his coronation 


on July 7 next.
